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WORKS 


The annual report of the De- 
pxrtment of Public Works for 
Alberta is now in the hands of 
the printer and will be issued 
shortly. The summnry of the 
work of the department pre- 
pared by John Stocks, deputy 
minister of publie works, con-| 
tains the following: 

“The work of the department 
was carried on throughoul the} 
year without serious interrup- 
tion of any kind and satisfact-| 
ory progress was made in all 
branches of the work. 

“Tu the bighways branch the 
bridge construction crews were 
employed to good advantage. 
While the total number of 
bridges dealt with during the 
year was somewhat smaller 
than in 1912, there were several 
important permanent 
tures completed which more 
than made up for any diminu- 
tion in numbers. In all there) 
were 440 bridges dealt with of | 
which 98 were repaired, 29 steel | 
bridyes and 316 wooded bridges | 
were coustructed, 

“In the construction of small} 
bridges the department cannot | 
keep pace with the demands of 
the country. While the need 
for this class of work isso great | 
in the newer districts, the neces- 
sity for large and permanent} 
structures in the settled por-| 
tion of the province are 
pressing, that the maiptenace| 
of smaller bridges and eventu- | 
ally their reconstruetion will) 
soon have to be provided for by 
the.luocal improvement. end 
municipal organizations. 

“There were 11 new ferries 
built and installed during 1913. | 
In addition to these there were 
six new ferry scows built to 
replace those that were worn | 
out. 

“There were 60 ferries in the 
province at the end of 1913 as 
compared with 49 at the end of 
1912.

The Flight ef Empress Eugenie 

The events of 1870-71 were tragic 
in their effect upon the life of that 
lovely butterfly, the spouse of Na- 
poleon the Little. 

At the conclusion of the way he 
had entered upon so gaily Napoleon 
Ill, was a prisoner for the fourth 
time in his chequered life. Sedan 
had been his undoing, and Paris 
wreacked vengeance on his consort 
by beseiging her in the, Tuileries. 

One Sunday afternoon the Em- 
press resolved to attempt an escape. 
It was four o'clock, she had no 
money, and Was without food. Some 
one procured her a cab, and she 
passed thrdéugh the streets unrecog- 
nized save by one little boy. Her 
“cocher” took her to two houses in- 
habited by Royalists, but both fami- 
lies were away from home. 

After a wearisome journey fraught 
with fatigue and anxiety, she ar 
rived at Deauville, near Trouville, in 
a Normandy peasant’s cart  forty- 
eight hours after her flight from the 
capital. A well-wisher introduced 
her to Sir John Fox Burgoyne, whose 
yacht, the Gazelle, was waiting in port 
to convey his wife to England on her 
return from Switzerland. 

Sir John, whose statue now stands 
in a corner of Carlton house terrace, 
bravely arranged to take her majesty 
across the channel to a place of safety. 
This, however, was sooner promised 
than it could be performed. A fearful 
storm raged, end in the early morning 
of September 7th the vessel capsized 
in the Bay of Biscay, and with the ehip 
sank Sir John Burgoyne’s only son, 
V.C., the commander. 

Ignorant of the sad news, the own- 
er of the Garelle set sail as soon as 
the tempest slightly lulled, even then 
they experienced a terrible passage, 
and the yacht only reached Ryde 
after twelve hours’ ocnflict with wind 
and wave. 

Sir John escorted his royal pas- 
senger to an hotel, where she stayed 
the night before continuing er 
journey to Hastings, where her son, 
the Prince Imperial, had just arrived 
with three other exiles. 


Farming on Vancouver Island 
It has been said that agriculture is 
declining in British Columbia, the 
statement being based on limited ob- 
servation. Live statistics for the 
past year show a slight decrease ‘n 
dairying. This is largely owing to 
the fact of the acquisition of farming 
lands contiguous to cities for sub- 
division and residential purposes thus 
putting out of business many farms 
that used to supply the cities of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, with dairy and 
other farm products. There has, 
however, been a considerable increase 
in dairying in the outlying districts 
and it will only be a very short time 
before this loss is made up by dis- 
tricts further away from our contres 
of population.

The profits to be real- 
ized from sheep are probably greater 
in proportion to the amount of capi- 
tal invested than any other line of the 
live stock industry.

A Rectrd in Avalanches 


Avalanches in Switzeralnd have 
been numerous recently and it is said 
that there have been more recorded 
than for over a century. From all: 
quarters come news of destruction!

Dyed Shoes Are Dangerous 

If you dye your brown boots black 
you may have to spend more money 
than if you bought a dozen pairs of 
new boots. In many of these dyes 
are aniline colors, which are easily 
absorbed by the open pores of the) 
feet, and the result may be a very 
severe type of blood poisoning. 

The latest case reported is that of 
a perfectly healthy young man who 
wore a pair of brown shoes that had 
just been dyed black and were not yet 
dry. In two hours he became livid, 
the lips bluish, the ears purple, the 
nostrils retracted, the skin chilly and 
the pulse 120 and, weak, 

The doctors were puzzled until they 
saw the newly blacked shoes in a cor- 
ner of the room where the young man 
had flung them in his :gony. After 
treatment the young man recovered, 
but he wanted no more of the shoes. 

In another case a young man put 
on a pair of shoes dyed in the same 
way, and, putting on no socks, mount- 
ed his bicycle. In fifteen minutes he 
was seized with nausea and fell faint- 
ing from his wheel.

Contracts for the new telescope 
have just been awarded to J. Bras-| 
hear for the mirrors and other optical 
parts, and to Warner and Swasey for 
the mounting. The disk for the prin- 
‘cipal mirror will be made by the St. 
Gobain glass works, in Paris. but a‘l 
| the grinding and figuring will be done 
in the United States. The total cost 
will be nearly $100,000. Inasmuch as 
the instrument is intended primarily 
and notoriously for work of no im- 
mediate practical beenfit, viz., the 
spectographic measurement, of radial 
stellar velocities, this sum represents 
a very notable contribution to pure 
science on the part of a government.

WOULD DECIMALIZE TIME 


Frenchman Proposes 20 Hours and 
1,000 Chrones for Day

Associations, in order to receive this 
aid, must be organized in accordance 
with the regulations of the branch, 
and membership is limited to aciual 
owners of sheep. West of Fort Wil- 
liam an association must contain at 
least 3,000 sheep, or sufficient to 
comprise one carload of wool; east of 
there, a relative number.

vices of expert wool classifiers, who 
will take charge of and perform the 
grading, classification and  prepara- 
tion of the wool will be provided.

1st of January, 1914. The map has 
been issued in three separate sheets, 
one for each province, the Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba sheets now being 


available for distribution, the addi- 
tional sheet covering the province of 
Alberta to follow at an early date, 


In addition to the information re 
garding lands which have bee. home 
steaded or otherwise disposed of, the 
publication contains complete infor- 
nation with respect to Indian reserves, 
timber berths, grazing leases, post of- 
fices, railways, etc. throughout the 
three provinces.

RESIN IN COAL. 


How It Gets There and Adds to 
Heating Power. 
To the bead of the family who has 


been shoveling coal during the long 
winter it matters not what his coal 


| is made from as long ag it gives a 


reasonable amount of heat and is paid 
for. And yet this question of the in- 


| gredient matter and the geologic pro- 


cesses to which peat from which coal 
is formed, is considered so important 
by those who are not simply, shovel- 
ers of coal that the United States 
Geological Survey has made a study 
of the subject of the effects of resins 
in coals. Resins, under which is in- 
cluded the resin of co \merce, the co- 
pal from which varnish is made, the 
amber used in jewelry, and many 
other similar materials, are secre- 
tions generated in some of the cells 
or vessels in plants of many different 


kinds, One of the most familiar resin- | 


producing trees is the pitch pine, 
which pitch is a resin. 

Resins contain very much more 
hydrogen and carbon compared to the 
amount of oxygen than ordinary 
wood, so that, other things being 
equal, the resinous woods make much 
hotter fires than those containing no 
resins, the hydrogen and carbon being 
sources of the heat. The larger the 
amount of heat the hotter the fire. 
Many a Mississippi river steamboet 
was blown up in che oil days when, 
in order to win a race, the barrels of 
resin in the cargo were broached to 
feed the fires. Resin adds heat power 
not only to the woods which contain 
it, but alsu to the coals. 

This is why there is resin in coal. 
Being more resistant to decay under 
water than the wood cells and other 
tissues of the pl nts <nd trees from 
which the peats of bogs and coal- 
forming swamps re pioduced, the re- 
sin lumps and particles ai generally 
left to be buried in the peat deposits 
even when most c_ the surrounding 
wood has rotted away and disappear 
ed. In his way they ar. sometimes 
concentrated in quantity so that, to- 
gether with waxes, likewisc of heat 
value, they form considerable por- 
| tions of the veg able debris in the 
| peat. Peat is the mother substance 
| which, fter deep burial on the crust 
| of the earth, .»s been converted into 
| coal, The kind of the peat largely de- | 
| termines the type of the coal.

EDUCATION GROSSLY STUPID 


English Educational System Strongly 
Criticized by Criminotogist 

Dr, Albert Wilson, the eminent 
criminologist, lectured at the Inter- 
national Club for Psychical Research 
recently, and there was some curios- 
ity as to two exhibits on the table 
until the lecturer explained that one 
was a half of a human brain pre- 
served im formalin; the other an 
ape's. 

Dr. Wilson's subject was “The 
Physical Basis of Psychic Manifesta- 
tions.” He apologized for the length 
of the title. 

He referred to forcible feeding, 
and said that, by the simple plan of 
introducing food into the hollow of 
the cheek, the “greatest refinement 
of torture” could be avoided. Some 
;applause greeted this announcement. 

In introducing a series of micro- 
photographs of brain sections, 
shown to the audience by limelight, 
Dr. Wilson remarked that unfortun- 
ately we had in this country been in 
such a state of barbarism for the last 
forty years that instead of turning 
out useful people from our schools 
we produced people with starved 
brains or brains crammed with use- 
less information and fit only for 
blind-alley employment. 

“The way We have educated child- 
ren,” he said, “is so grossly stupid 
that there are no words in the Eng- 
lish language bad enough to de- 
scribe it. Young children with 
bright, cheerful faces, can be seen in 
London alleys who later grow tired- 
looking, and then quite exhausted. 
They have no thinking brains; but 
they might have been useful citizens. 
Starvation or education by the school 


board brought about this state of 
things. 
“Lovely cells!” “nice,” or “good- 


looking” brains!” were some of the 
expressions used by the lecturer to 


describe his illustrations of the 
brain of a child of five years. 

The audience laughed; .but were 
thoroughly appreciative when the 


significance of the photographs was 
explained by comparison with others 
of healthy and unhealthy adult 
brains. 

“It is no wonder we want to hang 
this sort of man,” remarked Dr. Wil- 
son, a8 & murderer’s brain section 
Was exposed to view, “but it is ob- 
vious that he should be treated as 
an undeveloped child and kept in a 
lunatic asylum.” 


Value of Military Training 

Sir Thomas Oliver, professor in the: 
Durham College of Medicine, comes 
out strongly in favor of compulsory 
training for all young men. The 
value of athicticism, he believes, is 
over-rated in a large number of in- 
stances. It may render the frame 
more resistant to disease, and train- 
ing keeps the young out of dissipation 
until character has solidified. But 
physicial development carries with it 
no immunity from disease. 

The over-development of the heart 
resulting from rowing, running, or 
football, while good enough for a lad 
of 22 taking lots of exercise, is not 
best for a sedentary business man of 
30. He has more heart than he re- 
quires and his circulation is rather 
embarrassed than lightened. 

Compulsory military training, how- 
ever, has advantages for the nation 
as a whole and for the young men 
who undergo it. In it there is co- 
ordinate physical and mental train- 
ing. The habits of discipline, sense 
of duty, devotion to the idea of coun- 
try which it inoculates, do far more 
for young manhood than giving away 
to the unbridled spirit of sport with 
its excesses of one sided develop- 
ment. Moderation is, naturally, the 
special characteristic of military 
discipline. ‘There is no strain on a 
single set of muscles. The body is 
developed healthfully as a whole, and 


the mind is kept occupied in close re- 
lation ‘with the physical processes.— 
New York Sun.
